THE  WORD  OF  WISDOM. 


Address  Over  Radio  Station  KSL, 
Sunday  Evening,  Oct.  26,  1930,  by 
Dr.  James  E.  Talmage,  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  Apostles 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah. 


"  And  the  Lord  God  formed  man  of 
the  dust  of  the  ground,  and  breathed  in- 
to his  nostrils  the  breadth  of  life  ;  and 
man  became  a  living  soul."     (Gen.  2:7). 


Man  is  a  dual  being  consisting  of  dis- 
tinct entities,  body  and  spirit.  Religion 
teaches  this,  science  attests  it,  the  re- 
vealed word  of  God  puts  it  beyond  all 
doubt  or  question.  Every  man  knows 
it,  though  there  be  many  who  do  not 
know  that  they  know  it! 

It  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  man  who, 
deep  down  in  his  heart,  does  not  feel  and 
believe  that  there  is  something  to  him 
and  of  him  more  than  the  body  he  can 
see  and  touch,  the  body  that  can  be 
measured  and  weighed,  the  body  that 
periodically  hungers  and  thirsts,  the 
body  that  must  be  fed,  clothed  and  shel- 
tered. Who  of  us  has  never  been  con- 
scious, of  that  something  within,  which 
in  our  moments  of  deeper  thought  and 
closer  self-communion  seems  to  function 
of  itself  as  though  independent  of  the 
body? 

Body,  Spirit,  Mind. 

One  may  answer:  That  inner  some- 
thing of  which  you  speak  is  the  mind. 
This  suggests  the  query:  Is  the  mind, 
then,  a  quality  of  the  body?  If  it  be 
literally  and  exclusively  such,  then  the 
powers  and  qualities  of  the  mind  should 
be  measurable  in  terms  of  bodily  health 
and  strength  ;  but  stern  facts  refute  any 
such  assumption.  Many  a  superior  mind 
has  tenanted  an  inferior  and  even  griev- 
ously afflicted  body. 

Some  thinkers  have  conceived  of  man 
as  a  triune  being,  comprising  body, 
spirit,  and  mind ;  but  can  we  segregate 
the  mind  from  the  spirit?  When  at  death 


the  spirit  leaves  so  far  as  our  mortal  per- 
ception shows,  certainly  the  mind  goes 
with  it.  So,  for  our  present  considera- 
tion we  shall  regard  the  human  indivi- 
dual as  a  composite  being  comprisinir  a 
mortal  body  and  an  immortal  spirit,  to- 
the  latter  of  which  the  mind  belongs  as 
an  inherent  and  inseparable  attribute. 

The  Soul  Complete. 

The  verse  quoted  from  (Genesis  at  the 
beginning  of  these  remarks  clearly  dis- 
tinguishes between  the  body  and  the 
spirit,  and  makes  plain  that  the  entrance 
of  the  spirit  or  "  the  breath  of  life  "  in- 
to the  body  made  of  man  a  living  soul. 
Latter-day  revelation  clarifies  this  deeply 
significant  truth  in  this  way.  "  The- 
spirit  and  the  body  are  the  soul  of  man. 
And  the  resurrection  from  the  dead  is 
the  redemption  of  the  soul."  (Doctrine 
and  Covenants,  88:15,  16.)  As  death 
consists  in  the  separation  of  spirit  and 
body,  so  resurrection  means  the  reunion 
of  these  two  entities  and  in  such  a  way 
that  thenceforth  they  are  inseparably 
connected. 

We  all  know  that  the  terms  spirit  and 
soul  are  used  interchangeably,  that  one 
is  ofttimes  spoken  as  a  full  synonym  of 
the  other,  that  such  usage  is  very  com- 
mon even  in  sacred  writ,  and  that  there- 
fore we  must  gather  from  the  association 
in  which  the  word  is  used  whether  the 
term  soul  is  to  be  understood  as  the  spirit 
only,  or  as  having  the  meaning  referred 
to — the  body  and  spirit  combined.  It  is 
a  grievous  mistake  to  consider  the  body 
as  the  whole  man  when  it  is  but  part  of 
him.  Many  of  the  truths  of  evolution 
as  applied  to  man  have  been  distorted 
into  theory,  fancy,  vagary,  through  the 
influence  of  that  enormous  error. 

Health  of  the  Soul. 

Speaking  now  of  the  human  body,  we 
know  that  it  functions  best  when  in 
health — but  this  is  another  way  of  say- 
ing that  health  consists  in  the  proper 
functioning  of  the  body.     The  same  may 
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be  said  of  the  spirit,  for  spiritual  diseases 
are  quite  as  real  as  bodily  maladies. 
Therefore  we  are  justified  in  speak- 
ing of  the  health  of  the  soul,  to  pre- 
serve which  is  worth  our  best  and  wisest 
effort.  Here  let  it  be  said  that  many  re- 
gard health  as  rather  a  negative  than  a 
positive  condition.  Health  means  more 
than  the  mere  absence  of  bodily  infirmity 
or  affliction;  it  is  a  state  of  (vital  activity 
in  which  the  organs  and  tissues  of  the 
body  are  operating  properly.  It  is  what 
has  been  called  euphoria,  a  state  of  a- 
bundant  life,  as  distinguished  from  its 
opposite,  disphoria. 

The  healthy  body  must  be  active  ;  the 
very  tissues  cry  out  for  exercise ;  in 
short,  the  body  must  work,  whether  the 
mind  regard  this  irrespressible  activity 
as  labor  or  play.  Likewise  the  healthy 
spirit  must  work,  for  spiritual  lethargy  is 
even  worse  to  endure  than  physical 
langour. 

The  spirit  can  exist  as  a  personal  being 
without  the  body,  as  it  did  prior  to  mor- 
tal birth  and  as  it  does  following  death  ; 
but  the  body  cannot  live  without  the 
spirit.  Spirit  and  body  manifest  mutual 
reaction ;  each  may  make  the  other  bet- 
ter or  worse.  If  the  mortal  state  be  an 
advancement  beyond  the  preexistent  or 
unembodied  condition,  a  preparation  for 
a  yet  more  exalted  existence — and  so  the 
scriptures  attest — tlien  the  body  of  flesh 
and  bones  is  an  endowment  of  supreme 
worth . 

The  Body  Fundamentally  Good. 

One  of  the  many  errors  born  of  mis- 
guided minds,  during  the  epoch  of 
spiritual  darkness  incident  to  the  world's 
apostasy  from  the  ways  of  God,  is  that 
of  regarding  the  human  body  as  inherent- 
ly bad,  a  thing  by  which  the  spirit  is 
cumbered,  a  hindrance  to  high  spiritual 
attainment,  an  incumbus  to  be  borne 
and  borne  with  until  the  spirit  is  released 
by  death.  This  unnatural  conception  be- 
came the  prolific  mother  of  a  breed  of  de- 
formed creations,  by  which  the  minds  of 
men  have  been  plagued  for  centuries,  un- 
der the  dominant  thought  that  the  body 
is  unclean  before  God  and  ought  to  be 


contemned  and  kept  in  subjection  by 
self-imposed  afflictions.  From  this  mis- 
understanding have  arisen  many  of  the 
extremes  of  asceticism,  monasticism  of 
the  baser  sort,  and  the  erratic  practises 
of  self-torture  for  the  greater  exultance 
of  the  spirit  by  the  mortification  of  the 
body. 

After  centuries  of  painful  experience 
man  is  coming  to  understand  that  the 
human  body  is  essentially  good — as  the 
word  of  God  proclaimed  in  the  beginning. 
I  venture  to  affirm  that  every  natural 
appetite,  yearning,  passion  of  the  human 
organism  is  essentially  good,  and  that 
evil  comes  not  from  the  normal  satisfy- 
ing of  these  cravings  but  from  their  per- 
version. 

But,  one  may  ask,  if  the  body  ranks 
thiis  high,  why  do  the  scriptures  so 
copiously  avow  that  it  is  of  small  con- 
sideration in  comparison  with  the  spirit? 
Did  not  the  Lord  Christ  say:  "  Take  no 
thought  for  your  life,  what  ye  shall  eat; 
neither  for  the  body,  what  ye  shall  put 
on  "  thus  plainly  showing  the  inferiority 
of  the  body?  Truly  so,  for  the  gratifica- 
tion of  physical  cravings  is  to  be  sacri- 
ficed whenever  the  higher  call  to  spiritual 
service  comes. 

Temple  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Do  you  not  remember  that  Christ 
likened  His  own  body  to  the  holy 
Temple?  (See  John  2:21).  His  disciple, 
Paul  so  depicted  the  human  body  in 
general,  as  note:  "Know  ye  not  that  ye 
are  the  temple  of  God,  and  that  the 
Spirit  of  God  dwelleth  in  you?  If  any 
man  defile  the  temple  of  God,  him  shall 
God  destroy ;  for  the  temple  of  God  is 
holy,  which  temple  ye  are."  (I  Cor.  3: 
16,  17).  And  further:  "  What,  know  ye 
not  that  your  body  is  the  temple  oi  the 
Holy  Ghost  which  is  in  you,  which  ye 
have  of  God,  and  ye  are  not  your  own?" 
(6:19).  The  Apostle  continues:  "There- 
fore glorify  Cod  in  your  body,  and  in 
your  spirit,  which  are  God's." 

The  lust  of  the  flesh  as  manifested  in 
perverted  appetites  and  passions  is  a 
very  real  temptation,  and  yielding  there- 
to is  among  the  commonest  of  sins.    It  is 
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our  boundcn  duty,  to  which  nature  im- 
pels us  by  natural  yearnings  and  in- 
stincts, and  to  which  reason  points  the 
way,  to  care  for  our  bodies,  striving  to 
support  and  maintain  them  in  as  nearly 
a  perfect  condition  as  possible.  To  the 
accomplishment  of  this  end  we  should 
apply  all  the  means  at  our  command, 
these  including  careful  and  wise  atten- 
tion to  diet,  exercise,  clothing,  housing, 
sanitation,  and  the  facilities  of  both  pre- 
ventative and  curative  treatment  in 
cases  of  disease. 

The  Latter-day  Saints  believe  in  the 
divine  gift  of  healing,  as  set  forth  in 
earlier  addresses,  but  this  does  not  mean 
that  we  believe  in  prayer  without  work 
or  faith  without  effort.  Therefore,  we 
build  and  maintain  hospitals  with  the 
very  best  appliances  known  to1  medical 
and  surgical  skill,  and  we  foster  the  de- 
velopment of  the  healing  arts.  What- 
ever of  good  there  be  in  medicine'  and 
surgery,  in  chiropractic  or  osteopathy,  or 
in  any  other  system  or  method  of  reliev- 
ing distress  and  assisting  mature  in  her 
healing  ways,  we  welcome  ;  yet  we  know 
that  through  ministrations  in  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Priesthood  the  Lord  has 
healed  and  does  heal  independently, 
when  faith  is  exercised  to  that  end  and 
He  SO'  wills. 

The  "Word  of  Wisdom." 

In  this  dispensation  the  Lord  has 
spoken  to  His  Church  directly  with  re- 
spect to  the  care  of  the  body.  As  early 
as  February,  1833,  He  revealed  His  mind 
and  will  through  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith,  enjoining  abstinence  from  wine, 
strong  drink,  and  stimulating  beverages 
in  general,  prescribing  moderation  in  the 
eating  of  meats,  specifying  wholesome 
foods,  and  making  promise  of  definite 
blessings  to  those  who  live  according  to 
these  precepts.     Hear  His  words  in  part. 

"  That  inasmuch  as  any  man  drinketh 
wine  or  strong  drink  among  you,  behold 
it  is  not  good,  neither  meet  in  the  sight 
of  your  Father,  only  in  assembling  your- 
selves together  to  offer  up  your  sacra- 
ments before  him.  And,  behold,  this 
should  be  wine,   yea,   pure  wine   of  the 


grape  (if  bh'e  vine,  of  your  own  make. 
And,  again,  strong  drinks  are  not  lor  the 
belly,  but  for  the  washing  of  your  bodies. 
And  again,  tobacco  is  not  for  the 
body,  neither  for  the  belly,  and  is  not 
good  for  man,  but  is  an  herb  for  bruises 
and  all  sick  cattle,  to  be  used  with  judg- 
ment and  skill.  i 

"  And  again,  hot  drinks  are  not  for  the 
body  or  belly. 

"  And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  yon,  all 
wholesome  herbs  God  hath  ordained  for 
the  constitution,  nature,  and  use  of  man 
— every  herb  in  the  season  thereof,  and 
every  fruit  in  the  season  thereof ;  all 
these  to  be  used  with  prudence  and 
thanksgiving. 

"  Yea,  -flesh  also  of  beasts  and  of  the 
fowls  of  the  air,  I,  the  Lord,  have  ordain- 
ed for  the  use  of  man  with  thanksgiving ; 
nevertheless  they  are  to  be  used  sparing- 
ly ;  and  it  is  pleasing  unto  me  that  they 
should  not  be  used,  only  in  times  of  win- 
ter, or  of  cold,  or  famine.  All  grain  is 
ordained  for  the  use  of  man  and  of  beasts, 
to  be  the  staff  of  life,  not  only  for  man 
but  for  the  beasts  of  the  field,  and  the 
fowls  of  heaven,  and  all  wild  animals 
that  run  or  creep  on  the  earth — and  these 
hath  God  made  for  the  use  of  man  only 
in  times  of  famine  and  excess  of  hunger. 

"  All  grain  is  good  for  the  food  of  man  ; 
as  also  the  fruit  of  the  vine  ;  that  which 
yieldeth  fruit,  whether  in  the  ground  or 
above  the  ground — nevertheless,  wheat 
for  man,  corn  for  the  ox,  and  oats  for  the 
horse,  and  rye  for  the  fowls  and  the 
swine,  and  for  all  beasts  of  the  field, 
and  barley  for  all  useful  animals,  and 
for  mild  drinks,  as  also  other  grain. 

"  And  all  saints  who  remember  to 
keep  and  do  these  sayings,  walking  in 
obedience  to-  the  commandments,  shall 
receive  health  in  their  navel  and  marrow 
to  their  bones ;  and  shall  find  wisdom 
and  great  treasures  of  knowledge,  even 
hidden  treasures;  and  shall  run  and  not 
be  weary,  and  shall  walk  and  not  faint. 
And  I,  the  Lord,  give  unto  them  a 
promise,  that  the  destroying  angel  shall 
pass  by  them  as  the  children  of  Israel, 
and  not  slay  them,"  (Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  Sec.  89). 
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Revelation  Ahead  of  Science. 

The  expressions  hot  drinks  and  strong 
drinks  plainly  refer  to  what  were  so  de- 
signated in  the  day  when  the  revelation 
was  given,  and  these  comprise  tea  and 
coffee  under  the  one  head  and  alcoholic 
beverages>  under  the  other.  Remember 
please  that  this  revelation  was  delivered 
in  1833,  before  the  deleterious  effects  of 
the  alkaloids  thein  and  caffein,  which  are 
found  in  tea  and  coffee  respectively, 
were  understood  or  generally  recognized, 
and  prior  to  the  demonstrations  which 
since  have  become  numerous  and  con- 
clusive regarding  the  altogether  destruc- 
tive effect  of  alcoholic  liquors  on  the 
human  body. 

Some  of  the  world's  most  eminent  sur- 
geons say  that  the  habitual  use  of  hot 
drinks  is  one  of  the  most  effective  causes 
of  gastric  ulcer  and  cancer,  which  are 
classed  among  the  deadliest  of  maladies. 
The  inhibition  against  tobacco  for  human 
consumption,  in  any  form,  also  ante- 
dated the  discovery  of  the  deadly  nico- 
tine and  the  recognition  of  the  physical 
and  mental  ravages  to  which  the  user  of 
tobacco  is  subject. 

This  divine  message  of  wisdom  and 
warnings  was  given  to  the  people  early, 
that  is  to'  say,  before  the  knowledge  of 
men  was  sufficient  to  point  out  the 
dangers.  Men  are  inclined  to  turn  deaf 
ears  to  the  voice  of  .'God  when  delivered 
through  prophets,  and  to  rest  in  the 
lethal  contentment  of  self-confident 
ability  to  deal  in  their  own  way  with  the 
problems  of  life  Prophecy  is  direct 
and  sure,  science  laggard  and  tentative. 
One  is  the  advance  message  from  God  ; 
the  other,  man's  belated  discovery  of 
the  truth. 

Seme  Impressive  Results. 

The  Word  of  Wisdom  is  generally  but 
net  universally  observed  in  its  entirety 
by  the  Latter-day  Saints ;  but  is  per- 
tinent to  inquire  as  to  results  revealed 
by  the  vital  statistics  of  the  people.  The 
Church  maintains  a  bureau  of  statistics, 
and  its  methods  of  collecting  and  collat- 
ing important  data  from  among  its  mem- 
ber's, particularly  in  the  stakes  and  wards, 
and  to  such  degree  as  is  possible  in  the 


outlying  missions  and  in  foreign  count- 
ries, have  been  highly  commended  by 
state  and  national  authorities  in  this 
field.  Mention  of  but  few  items  can  be 
made  here.  For  the  six  year  period  from 
1922  to  1927,  reports  of  vital  statistics 
for  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  and,  for  comparison,  the 
official  reports  for  the  United  States 
Registration  Area,  show  the  following 
significant  figures : 

Birth  Rate  per  1000  population:  for 
the  Church  33;  for  the  U.  S.  Area  21.7. 
Death  Rate  per  1000,  for  the  Church  7.5  ; 
for  the  U.  S.  Area  11.9  This  means  that 
the  death  rate  among  the  Latter-day 
Saints  is  about  two-thirds  of  that  in  the 
U.  S.  Registration  Area.  Infant 
Mortality — children  dying  under  one  year 
of  age:  'for  the  Church  41.8  per  1000 
births  ;  for  the  U.  S.  Area  72.3— which 
is  to  say  that  among  the  Later-day  Saints 
30.5  lives  in  every  thousand  births  arc 
saned  as  compared  with  like  births  in 
the  U.  S.  Area. 

The  following  is  taken  from  a  recent 
report  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the 
Church  under  whose  supervision  the 
census  of  the  peole  is  taken:  "It  is 
recognized  that  tobacco  and  spirituous 
liquors  are  causes,  at  least  in  part,  of 
cancer,  and  in  this  respect  we  find  that 
the  death  rate  in  the  Church  as  compar- 
ed to  the  United  States  is  less  than  half. 
In  the  matter  of  nervous  diseases,  it  is 
recognized  also  that  certain  stimulants 
affect  the  nervous  system.  The  death 
rate  from  diseases  of  the  nervous  system 
in  the  Church  is  less  than  half  that  of 
the  United  States.  In  the  matter  of 
kidney  and  kindred  diseases,  which  are 
also  affected  by  the  use  of  stimulants, 
the  death  rate  throughout  the  Church  is 
about  one-fourth  that  of  other  parts  of 
the  country.  The  death  rate  from  dis- 
eases of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system 
in  the  Church  is  approximately  one-half 
that  of  the  United  States  average." 

The  divine  promise  of  health  and  pro 
longed  life  are  in  course  of  rich  fulfil- 
ment among  the  Latter-day  Saints,  as  in 
part  the  natural  effect  of  obedience  to  the 
word  of  the  Lord  embodied  in  the  Word 
of  Wisdom.     We  believe  in  living  in  ac- 
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cordance  with  the  laws  of  health  as  ap 
plying1  to  both  body  and  spirit.     We  are 
striving  to  maintain     and     increase  the 
health  of  the  soul. 

We  welcome  investigation!  and  test 
according  to  the  rational  standard  of  re- 
sults. With  the  first  century  of  its  his- 
tory just  completed,  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  points  with 
gratitude  and  thanksgiving  to  the  conse- 
quences of  living  in  accordance  with  the 
revealed  word,  so  richly  manifest  in  the 
lives  and  achievements  of  its  members, 
physically,  mentally  and  spiritually. 
Such  fruits  grow  not  on  unsound  trees; 
and  the  Master  hath  said:  Wherefore,  by 
their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them."  (Matt. 
7:20).     Amen. 


MORMON    RELIEF    SOCIETIES    IN 
EUROPE  AND  SOUTH  AFRICA. 


Address  and  report  delivered  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  Utah  at  a  conference  of  the 
great  Mormon  Relief  Societies,  April 
2  and  3,  1931,  by  Mrs.  LEAH  L\ 
WIDSTOE,  Relief  Society  President 
of  European  Mission. 


My  dear  sisters  and  friends:  I  think 
it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  tell  you  this 
morning  how  very  happy  I  am  to  be  at 
home  with  you,  and  with  loved  ones  and 
and  friends,  and  with  my  own  people 
after  an  absence  of  nearly  three  and  a 
half  years. 

In  my  own  little  Relief  Society,  of 
which  I  am  a  member  in  the  Liverpool 
branch,  I  have  many  times,  seen  my 
president  conduct  a  meeting  with  two 
members  besides  the  officers,  and  she 
has  done  it  with  all  the  dignity  and  pre- 
cision, the  order  and  the  inspiration,  that 
might  have  been  had  the  room  been  full. 

Our  groups  are  small,  particularly  in 
some  of  the  missions  ;  in  others  they 
would  average  as  large  as  the  groups  in 
the  average  ward,  but  there  are  not  very 
many  such. 

I  wish  to  say,  in  giving  a  report  of  the 
work  done  in  the  European  Missions, 
that  the  object  has  been,  during  the  last 
few   years,    to   build   the   work   on   that 


done  by  my  predecessors,  and  the  Relief 
Societies  were  in  a  very  splendid  con- 
dition. Each  one  of  the  presidents  there 
I  am  sure  has  tried  to  build  on  the 
foundation  stones  already  laid.  Adding 
a  few  bricks  or  stones,  if  you  will  allow 
the  simile,  as  may  be  necessary  to  build 
the  structure  a  little  bit  more  toward 
perfection  each  year.  Sometimes  con- 
ditions change  a  bit,  and  occasionally  a 
stone  gets  loose,  and  we  have  to  add  a 
little  cement  here  and  there,  so  that 
the  building  shall  be  strong,  and  accord-, 
ing  to  the  plan  originally  laid  down. 

The  attempt  is  constantly  made  to 
keep  the  work  in  the  European  Missions 
as  closely  in  harmony  with  the  General 
Relief  Society  program  as  it  may  be 
possible.  However,  conditions  in  Europe 
are  very  different  from  those  in  the  mis- 
sions in  the  United  States  or  Canada; 
probably  not  so  different  in  Canada  as 
in  the  United  States. 

Until  the  last  few  years  most  of  the 
converts  in  the  European  Mission  bad 
it  in  their  minds  and  hearts  that  some 
day  they  would  gather  to  Zion,  and  the 
work  of  the  auxiliaries  in  the  past  has 
been  largely  to  keep  the  membership 
happy  and  contented  while  they  were 
there,  but  also  assisting  them  and  pre- 
paring them  to  emigrate  some  day. 
Since  Uncle  Sam  has  said  that  immigra- 
tion must  be  so  greatly  restricted  that  it 
is  now  practically  at  a  standstill,  the 
problem  of  building  Zion  in  the  world 
has  presented  itself.  Our  members  must 
now  feel  that  Zion  is  not  only  in  the 
stakes  of  Zion,  but  that  we  are  building 
as  well  missions  of  Zion.  They  can  have 
Zion  in  Japan,  in  the  North  Pole,  if  we 
should  go  there,  and  keep  our  hearts  and 
our  lives  right. 

We  have  in  the  European  Mission 
eleven  separate  and  distinct  missions,  so 
that  in  giving  my  report  it  will  be  im- 
possible to  give  an  itemized  repot  of 
each,  but  report  the  group  of  European 
Missions.  This  comprises  the  Armenian 
Mission,  which  is  now  unfortunately 
without  a  head,  and  not  opearting  as  the 
missions  generally  do.  What  little  work 
is  done  now  in  Armenia  is  done  through 
correspondence,  and  entirely  by  the  local 
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members.  We  hope  some  day  that  the 
Armenian  Mission  shall  have  mission- 
aries, but  this  is  in  the  future.  The 
active  missions  of  the  European  group 
•comprise  /Great  Britain,  which  includes 
England,  Ireland,  Scotland  and  Wales, 
and  we  have  branches  in  Norway, 
Sweden,  Denmark,  Holland,  France — 
-a  division  in  the  German  speaking 
nations  into  two  groups,  the  Swiss-Ger- 
man and  the  German- Austrian,  our 
newest  mission  in  Czecho  Slovakia,  and 
the  South  African  Mission.  The  latter 
is  .very  active,  but  we  are  unable,  be- 
cause of  distance,  to  visit ;  our  super- 
vision is  entirely  through  correspond- 
ence. 

In  this  European  group  eight  different 
languages  must  be  used,  so  that  all  the 
material  that  is  printed  for  use  in  the 
missions  has  to  be  translated  into  these 
different  languages.  It  offers  quite  a 
problem  because  we  do  not  have  refer- 
ence books,  Church  books,  magazines, 
that  are  printed  here  at  home  available 
in  the  different  missions.  That  is  our 
big  problem.  It  costs  a  great  deal  of 
money  to  have  translations  made  and 
books  printed,  and  this  financial  difficul- 
ty limits  very  much  our  source  of 
supply. 

The  Church  membership  in  the  Euro- 
pean Mission  groups  is  well  over  30,000 
members.  We  have  between  seven  and 
-eight  hundred  young  men  laboring  as 
missionaries,  coming  from  the  body  of 
the  Church,  from  Canada  to  Mexico. 
They  are  constantly  changing  body  and 
afford  a  problem  of  their  own  in  super- 
vision and  direction,  because  most  of 
them  are  very  young.  Of  the  30,000 
membership  in  these  missions  62%  in  the 
European  groups  is  female.     There  are 


about  three  women  to  every  two  men, 
so  we  should  have  and  must  have  a  very 
definite  program  for  the  activity  of  the 
women,  because  of  the  large  majority. 
If  we  keep  people  busy  we  keep  them 
happy,  so  we  stress  the  Relief  Society 
work  in  the  missions. 

In  most  of  our  missions  we  have  most 
inadequate  places  of  meeting.  In  many 
of  our  branches  we  fi'ind  it  impossible  to 
get  a  hall  oftener  than  once  a  week  in 
which  to  hold  meetings.  In  many  of 
them  we  find  it  possible  to  get  a  hall  for 
two  meetings  a  week,  one  on  Sunday 
and  one  during  the  week,  and  when  a 
choice  has  to  be  made  we  have  to  leave 
it  with  the  people,  whether  it  shall  be 
the  M.  I.  A.  or  the  Relief  Society.  We 
need  meeting  places,  and  when  I  see  our 
beautiful  halls  out  here  costing  thous- 
ands and  thousands  of  dollars,  and  I  know 
that  in  Lowestoft,  a  little  branch  in  the 
south  of  England,  we  built  a  very  charm- 
ing little  hall  for  something  like 
$7,000.00,  I  wonder  why  some  of  our 
people  do  not  knock  off  some  from  their 
elaborate  halls  and  send  it  to  Europe. 
Very  many  of  our  people  are  meeting  in 
little  tiny  dingy  most  uninviting  places 
of  worship,  and  that  handicaps  our  work 
very  largely. 

The  percentage  attendance  of  the 
Relief  Society  enrollment  I  am  rather 
proud  of..  Over  53%  enrolled  attend 
Relief  Society  meetings.  I  should  like 
to  separate  that  body  for  you.  In  Great 
Britain  63%  of  our  enrollment  attend 
Relief  Society  meetings ;  in  France  50% 
German-Austria  58%,  in  the  Netherlands 
Mission  62%,  in  the  Swiss-German  Mis- 
sion 66.%  Two  women  for  every  three 
of  our  enrollment  in  Relief  Society 
attend.

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We    have    tried    during    (lie    last    two 
years  to  encourage  a  little  bit  more  the 
visiting'  teaching".  We  cannot  call  it  block 
teaching,    but    rather    district    teaching. 
We  encourage  our  members,   in  spite  of 
distance,  because  we  feel  that  so  much 
good  results   from   the   women  haying  a 
chance  once  during  a  month  to  lake  the 
message  of  the   teachers'   topic  into   the 
homes,  but  in  order  to  do  that  we  have  to 
make    a,   special   effort.         Some   of   our 
br'anches   spread    outside    of    the    town, 
and    it   is    impossible    to    make    monthly 
visits,  but  during  the  last  year  we  have 
suggested  that  a  special  fund  be  created, 
either  by  giving  a  special  entertainment 
a   year,      or  by   taking   from   the  general 
fund,    never    touching   the    charity   fund, 
so  that  those  who  are  willing  to>  do  the 
teaching   may    have    some    assistance    in 
paying  their  car  fare.        Our  people   are 
not  .able    to    pay    their    own    car    fare. 
.Many    of    them    are    net    able    to    go    to 
Church   because   they   cannot    afford   the 
ear  fare.      We   have   a   problem   to  keep 
our  people  with  their  self  respect  intact 
and  their  spirits     fed     as     well  as  their 
bodies.     They  find  that  it   is  very  neces- 
sary  to   live   according  to  the   teachings 
of    the    Gospel    and    live    near    to    their 
Heavenly    Father   and   through   that   the 
spirit,   in  spite  of  distress,   is  very  rich, 
and   the    experience    most   touching    and 
heart-rending  at  times,      but      the   Lord 
blesses  the  work  and  it  is  going  on. 

We  find  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  in 
understanding  and  conducting  the  les- 
sons. The  majority  of  the  sisters  have 
come  into  the  Church  since  the  war,  and 
during  the  war  they  used  most  of  their 
time  sewing.  We  have  no  central  fund, 
each  organization  through  their  own 
efforts,  makes  the  money  they  need,  and 
they  keep  it  within  their  own  society. 
That  is  our  next  problem  to  have  a 
general  fund. 

Because  of  reluctance  to  study,  we 
find  that  it  is  necessary  to  impress  on 
the  minds  of  our  siters  that  the  Relief 
Society  was  founded  for  a  different  pur- 
pose than  the  name  implies — merely 
the  giving  of  relief.  We  have  societies 
that  want  to  do  nothing  but  sew,  but  we 
stress   the  lessons  for  two  reasons,   that 


their  minds  shall  be  busy,  and  that  bhej 
may  understand  the.  full  meaning  of 
Relief  Society  work*.  It  is  flic  greatesl 
work  for  women  in  the  world  today,  and 
we  make  them  feel  it  is  built  on  a  four- 
fold foundation.  The  Relief  Society  is 
not  only  for  helping  the  poor,  it  is  built 
on  four  corner  stones,  and  is  as  strong 
as  the  rock  of  ages. 

The  first  corner  stone  in  Relief  Society 
work  is  self  improvement.  The  making 
of  each  individual — woman  member  of 
this  Society,  a  better  woman  every  year 
that  she  meets  together,  a.  stronger 
woman,  a  better  educated  woman,  a 
more  capable  woman  than  she  was  the 
week  before.  We  cannot  be  members  of 
this  Society  unless  we  advance,  we  are 
either  growing  up  or  we  art'  growing 
down,  we  are  either  getting  stronger  or 
we  are  getting  weak,  there  is  no  such 
thing  as  standing  still  in  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  so  we  are  trying  to 
get  that  over  to  them,  that  they  must 
grow  or  else  they  are  not  going  to  be 
worthy  Relief  Society  women,  worthy 
mothers  and  worthy  teachers  of  others 
in  their  groups. 

The  second  cornerstone  of  Relief 
Society  work  is  that  of  assistance  to 
others.  It  is  but  a  selfish  thing  to  think 
only  of  one  s  self.  What  good  is  it  for 
me  to  grow  if  my  neighbor  does  not 
grow,  and  so  we  have  in  that  second 
cornerstone  of  Relief  Society  the  desire 
to  help  our  neighbors  and  friends,  and 
the  active  program  that  prevents  dis- 
tress, that  teaches  people  how  to  take 
care  of  their  bodies  so  they  will  not  be 
ill,  to  take  care  of  their  spirits,  and  the 
spirits  and  souls  of  their  loved  ones. 

The  third  cornerstone  of  Relief  Society 
work,  is  the  one  that  cur  name  implies. 
In  spite  of  our  best  efforts  people  will 
get  sick,  and  there  are  times  when  dis- 
ease come  over  us  and  death  comes  into 
our  home,  when  we  need  help.  The 
third  cornerstone  is  the  giving  of  relief 
in  the  best  possible  way. 

The  fourth  cornerstone  to  finish  this 
structure  we  try  to  tell  our  women  is 
that  of  perfect  teamwork  with  our  husb- 
ands, and  the  efficiency  of  our  wives,  and 
co-operation     with     the     presidents     of 
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branches  and  bishops  of  wards,  so  that 
our  work  may  go  on  in  harmony  with  the 
general  Church  program,  and  we  find 
that  when  our  women  understand  the 
meaning  of  Relief  Society  work,  that 
they  are  more  interested  in  studying  the 
lessons,  and  in  progressing  and  becom- 
ing stronger  and  better  and  more  noble 
women  and  mothers  and  teachers  in  the 
world. 

I  am  grateful  for  this  opportunity  of 
serving  in  the  great  Relief  Society  work, 
my  dear  sisters,  and  pray  the  Lord  to 
bless  our  leaders  and  all  others  who  are 
striving  to  do  it,  and  I  ask  it  in  the  name 
of  Jesus.     Amen. 


EARTHQUAKES   ENOUGH    AND    TO 
SPARE. 


Warnings  to  World  of  Coming 
Judgments. 

(Editor's  note:  In  a  revelation  to  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith  in  1832  to  His  ser- 
vants the  Lord  said:  "For  after  your 
testimony  cometh  the  testimony  of 
earthquakes,  that  shall  cause  .groanings 
in  the  midst  of  her,  and  men  shall  fall 
upon  the  ground  and  shall  not  be  able  to 
stand.  And  also  cometh  the  testimony 
of  the  voice  of  thunderings,  and  the 
voice  of  lightnings,  and  the  voice  of 
tempest,  and  the  voice  of  waves  of  the 
sea  heaving  themselves  beyond  their 
bounds-.  And  all  things  shall  be  in  com- 
motion ;  and  surely  men's  hearts  shall 
fail  them,  for  fear  shall  come  upon  all 
people."  Doc.  and  Cov.  88:    89-91). 

From  Literary  Digest,  May  16th, 
1931. 

Forty-three  earthquakes  in  four 
months,  six  of  them  major  disasters  to 
life  and  property  in  widely  scattered 
parts  of  the  world,  is  the  appalling  seis- 
mic record  of  1931  to  the  end  of  April. 

Eleven  quakes  in  January,  eleven  in 
February,  thirteen  in  March,  culminat- 
ing in  the  castastrophe  that  on  the 
thirty-first  overtook  Managua  in  Nicara- 
gua, and  eight  in  April,  tell  the  story  of 
an  abnormally  trembling  earth.  Says 
Science  Service's  "  Daily  Science  News 
Bulletin"   (Washington)  : 


"  These  earthquakes  count  only  the 
ones  important  enough  to  figure  in  the 
day's  news  or  to  trace  their  autographs 
on  the  ever-vigilant  instruments  in  seis- 
mological  observatories. 

"  The  lesser  quakes  that  happen  every 
day,  the  mere  local  shocks,  were  net 
counted. 

"  The  data  have  been  gathered  for  the 
use  of  scientists  of  the  U.  S.  Coast  and 
Geodetic  Survey  by  Science  Service, 
from  the  stations  of  the  Jesuit  Soismo- 
logieal  Association  from  official  obser- 
vatories of  the  United  States  and  Cana- 
dian governments,  and  from  numerous 
universities. 

"  The  first  of  the  great  earthquake 
disasters  of  the  year  came  on  January 
14,  when  the  wires  bore  the  tale  of  ruin 
in  towns  of  northwestern  Argentina, 
followed  by  destructive  floods  and  by 
volcanic  eruptions. 

"  On  the  very  next  day  the  city  of 
Oaxaca,  in  southern  Mexico,  was  ruined 
by  an  earthquake,  and  Mexico  City  it- 
self, remote  tho  it  was  from  the  center 
of  the  distrurbance,  was  severely  shaken 
and  somewhat  damaged.  After-shocks 
on  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  pro- 
longed the  terror  in   stricken  Oaxaca. 

"  On  the  second  day  of  February  came 
the  New  Zealand  shock,  destroying 
several  fine  towns,  wrecking  harbors, 
and  killing  hundreds.  This  disturbance 
was  of  the  peculiarly  distressing  kind  in 
which  there  is  a  considerable  tilting  of 
the  earth's  crust,  humping  it  up  in  some 
places  and  depressing  it  in  others,  re- 
ducing old-established  ground  levels  to 
anarchy.  There  were  several  after- 
shocks in  the  New  Zealand  area,  notably 
one  on  the  thirteenth. 

"  March  started  out  with  a  record  of 
comparatively  little  damage,  the  earth- 
quake of  the  fifth,  along'  the  coast  of 
Chile,  wrecking  a  number  of  houses,  but 
not  figuring  as  a  major  disaster. 

"  The  eighteenth  of  the  month  dis- 
tinguished itself  by  staging  two  earth- 
quakes, neither  of  which,  however, 
figured  in  the  world's  tale  of  troubles. 
Then,  on  the  last  day  of  the  month,  came 
the  quake  that  ovenvhelmed  the  hapless 
Central  American  citv  in  ruin."

Then  with  a  series  of  eight  earth- 
quakes, culminating  in  the  destructive 
Caucasus  shocks  at  the  end  of  the 
month,  April  maintained  the  high  earth- 
quake record  of  the  first  quarter.  The 
total  of  major  earthquakes  for  the  year, 
up  to  April  30,  now  stands  at  forty-three. 
Says  Science  Service  in  a  later  bulletin: 

"  Last  month's  quakes  oecured  on 
April,  4,  6,  15,  19,  20,  22,  24  and  27. 
The  last  date  was  that  of  the  destructive 
quake  in  the  Caucasus  region ;  tho  the 
telegraphic  reports  of  it  did  not  come 
our  from  Moscow  until  the  twenty-ninth. 

"  None  of  the  other  seven  quakes, 
fortunately,  caused  any  notable  damage 
to  life  or  property. 

"  One,  a  very  mild  one,  rattled  dishes 
and  doors  and  cracked  a  few  ceilings  in 
the  Hudson  and  Mohawk  valleys  in  New 
York  State.     This  was  on  the  twentieth. 

"  The  second  and  third  quakes,  on  the 
sixth  and  fifteenth  respectively,  were 
midocean  earthquakes  on  opposite  sides 
of  the  earth."

Would  it  not  be  an  extraordinarily 
strange  thing  if  the  Lord  should  come 
and  begin  his  reign  of  peace,  take  venge- 
ance on  the  wicked,  cleansing  the  earth 
from  sin,  and  not  send  messengers  to 
prepare  the  way  before  him?  Should  we 
expect  the  Lord  to  come  to  judge  the 
world  without  first  giving  it  warning  and 
preparing  the  means  of  escape  for  all 
who  will  repent? 

Noah  was  sent  to  the  world  to  warn  it 
of  the  flood.  If  the  people  had  hearken- 
ed they  would  have  escaped.  Moses  was 
sent  to  lead  Israel  into  the  promised 
land,  to  fulfil  the  promises  made  to 
Abraham.  John  the  Baptist  was  sent  to 
prepare  the  way  for  the  coming  of 
Christ.  In  each  instance  the  call  came 
through  the  opening  of  the  heavens. 
Isaiah,    Jeremiah    and    other    prophets, 


were  sent  to  warn  Israel  and  Judah  be- 
fore the  scattering  and  captivity  came 
upon  them.  Mad  they  given  heed  a 
different  page  of  history  would  have  been 
written.  They  had  their  chance  to  hear; 
were  warned  and  had  the  means  of  es- 
cape which  they  rejected. 

The  Lord  promised  to  have  the  same 
interest  in  humanity  preceding  his 
second  coming.  Said  he,  "  And  this 
gospel  of  the  kingdom  shall  be  preached 
in  all  the  world  for  a  witness  unto  all 
nations:  and  then  shall  the  end  come." 
Again:  "And  he  shall  send  his  angels 
with  a  great  sound  of  a  trumpet;  anc 
they  shall  gather  together  his  elect  from 
the  four  winds,  from  one  end  of  heaven 
to  the  other. 

John  on  Patmos  saw  in  vision  in  the 
last  days  an  "  angel  fly  in  the  midst  of 
heaven,  having  the  everlasting  gospel  to 
preach  unto  them  that  dwell  on  the 
earth,  and  to  every  nation,  and  kindred, 
and  tongue  and  people." 

In  fulfilment  of  this  promise,  Joseph 
Smith  declared  that  Moroni,  an  ancient 
prophet  on  this  continent,  and  now  re- 
surrected, taught  him  the  gospel,  giving 
him  instruction  m  relation  to  the  restor- 
ation of  all  things  preceding  the  coming 
of  Christ.  And  the  Lord  said:  "For 
Behold,  the  Lord  God  hath  sent  forth 
the  angel  crying  through  the  midst  of 
heaven,  saying:  Prepare  ye  the  way  of 
the  Lord,  and  make  his  paths  straight, 
for  the  hour  of  his  coming  is  nigh." — 
Doctrine  and  Covenants  133:7. 

Accepting  this  as  true,  Latter-day 
Saints  believe  that  communication  has 
been  established  with  the  heavens  in 
modern  times,  and  now  the  "Gospel  of 
the  Kingdom"  is  sent  out  as  a  witness 
to  the  world  before  Christ  shall  come.

What 
a  monument  to  the  vision  and  labors  of 
a  black  man,  the  son  of  a  slave! —

SEEKING  AFTER  OUR  DEAD. 

Our  Greatest  Responsibility. 

Mission   Supenrisior  of  Genealogy   and 
Temple  Work  Appointed. 


There  are  many  duties  before  us  in 
iiie,  claiming  our  attention  and  efforts. 
It  is  often  puzzling  to  know  which  are 
of  most  importance.  Says  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith,  "  The  greatest  respons- 
ibility in  this  world  that  jGrod  has  laid 
upon  us  is  to  seek  after  our  dead. " 

"  It  matters  not  what  else  we  have 
been  called  to  do,  or  what  position  we 
may  occupy,  or  how  faithfully  in 
.other      wavs      we      have      labored      in 


the  Church,  none  are  exempt  from 
this  great  obligation.  Some  may 
feel  that  if  they  pay  their  tithing, 
attend  their  regular  meetings  and  other 
duties,  give  of  their  substance  to  the 
poor,  perchance  spend  one  or  two  or 
more  years  preaching  in  the  world,  that 
fthey  are  absolved  from  further  duty. 
But  the  greatest  and  gandest  duty  of  all 
is  to  labor  for  the  dead.  We  may  and 
should  do  all  these  other  things,  for 
which  reward  will  be  given,  but  if  we 
neglect  the  weightier  privilege  and  com- 
mandment, notwithstanding  all  other 
good  works,  we  shall  find  ourselves  un- 
der severe  condemnation.  The  Prophet 
says:  "Those  Saints  who  neglect  it,  in 
behalf  of  their  deceased  relatives,  do  it 
at  the  peril  of  their  own  salvation."  Our 
salvation  cannot  be  accomplished  unless 
the  fathers  and  the  children  are  joined 
together,  bound,  sealed  in  perfect  family 
order.  Husbands  must  be  united  by 
authority  to  their  wives ;  children  to 
their  parents,  until  there  is  a  one  grand 
family  composed  of  all  the  faithful  from 
the  beginning  to  the  end  of  time,  with 
Adam,  our  progenitor  standing  in  his 
calling  as  the  father  of  us  all." — Joseph 
F.  Smith. 

"We  are  trying  to  save  the  living  and 
the  dead.  The  living  have  their  choice 
the  dead  have  not  (i.e.,  in  this  world.) 
Millions  of  them  died  with  the  Gospel, 
without  the  Priesthood,  and  without  the 
opportunities  that  we  enjoy.  We  shall 
go  forth  in  the  name  of  Israel's  God.  and 
attend  to  the  ordinances  for  them — and 
we  will  bring  them  up,  and  form  the 
chain  entire  back  to  Adam.

In  order  to  assist  the  members  of  the 
Mission  and  the  people  of  South  Africa, 
in  seeking  after  their  dead,  gathering 
genealogy  and  then  having  baptisms, 
confirmations,  washings,  annointings, 
ordinations,  blessings,  sealings  of  wives 
to  husbands  and  children  to  parents 
done  for  and  on  behalf  of  their  dead 
kindred  in  the  temple  of  the  Church, 
Elder  Thomas  Wilson,  former  President 
of  Mowbray  Branch  has  been  set  apart 
as  Mission  Supervisor  of  Genealogy  and 
Temple    Work.         Elder   Wilson    is    the 
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father  of  Elder  Thomas  Y.   Wilson  who 

is  now  filling  a  mission  in  South  Africa. 

A   District   Chairman   or    President  of 

Genealogy  and  Temple  Work-  will  also 
be  appointed  in  each  District.  It  is

Many 
people  have  the  same  names,  who  have 
been  born  in  the  same  town  at  about 
the  same  date,  who1  have  died.  To  get 
information  correctly  put  down  on 
Temple  blanks  so  that  work  can  be  done 
in  the  Temples  for  them  is  the  problems 
for  the  living. 

It  is  contemplated  that  with  this 
organization,  there  will  be  a  continuous 
stream  of  names  of  kindred  dead  of  the 
people  of  South  Africa  going  to-  the 
Temples  and  a  continuous  steam  of 
names  coming  from  the  Temples,  with 
work  properly  done  for  them. 

This  not  a  minor  work.  It  is  of  major 
importance.  All  those  who  desire  infor- 
mation or  assistance  may  get  in  touch 
with  the  Mission  Supervisor  at  Cumorah. 

May  the  Lord  bless  this  important 
work. — D.
